Darden was accom panied by 
Robert S. Bright, Ills attorney in the 
su it brought by the Mutual Oil com­ 
pany against H arry Sinclair over Tea­ 
pot Dome, and did not want Darden 
go answ er any questions th at “m ight 
preju d ice his legal 
right.” 
Darden testifying said: 
“ W e got 
150 acres in Teapot i onie, but tried 
w ith the interior departm ent to get 
it changed because we thought at 
th a t tim e it would never be throw n 
open. President W ilson’s brother was 
hired as our attorney. 
We w ent be­ 
fore Secretary Payne aud he gave us 
rig h ts to another ICO acres in T ea­ 
pot Dome.’’

Through the Combined 
appeals of Bathsheha und Nathan, lie 
is now stirred to action. He immedi­ 
ately sent for the faithful three, Zn 
dok, Nathan and Benalah, and bade 
them to anoint Solomon king. 
They 
speedily executed their commission, 
and soon the people shouted, “God 
save King Solomon." 
II. Solomon's Wise Choice (II Chron 
1:7-12). 
1. God’s Graclods Offer (v. 7). This 
offer followed Solomon’s lavish sacri­ 
fice to the Lord. God said, "Ask what 
I shall give thee,” thus placing very 
wide possibilities before the king. God. 
as it were, signed blank checks and 
turned them over to Solomon to fill in 
any amount that his heart desired. 
This offer to Solomon was no excop 
tional one, for opportunities equally 
limitless are placed before us. 
God 
is saying to every one of His children, 
"Ask, and It shall be given you." 
(John 15:7). 
2. Solomon’s Wise Choice (vv. 8-1!)). 
The Lord’s gracious offer brought the 
king face to face with the responsibil­ 
ity of making his choice. Solomon 
did not asl for wisdom for vain dis­ 
play, but for the good of others.

desired inward worth, not outward 
show.

He rujed over the kingdoms 
from the Euphrates river to the Medi­ 
terranean sea, except the Phoenicians, 
and they were in alliance with him.

4:20-34). It excelled that of the Chal­ 
deans, Persians and Egyptians.

It took the French Faculty of Medi­ 
cine, the controller genera! of finance 
In France and the pope to conv»n< e 
the people of Europe in 1771 that the 
potato was good to eat and would sus­ 
tain life instead of utterly destroying 
it. as so many feared. Now, as nearly 
everybody knows, the potato is not 
feared at all. This bit of history is 
added to a statement of the Depart­ 
ment 
of 
Agriculture 
to 
encourage 
those 
engaged 
in 
promoting 
the 
dasheen industry. 
The dasheen is a vegetable with food 
qualities similar to those of the po­ 
rno, but because it is drier it con­ 
tains about 50 per cent more actual 
food than an equal weight of potato, 
’t has a nutty flavor and is so mealy 
that even the worst of cooks can serve 
it without sogginess. 
According to the department, there 
are many growers of the dgsheen in 
Florida and because the vegetable was 
introduced here by explorers of tit* 
department, the growers of the plant 
tie getting all possible aid from the 
government. 
The dasheen first appeared here 
about fifteen J ears ago, but instead of 
being hailed as a wonderful new’ crop 
plant it was Jeered at, ridiculed, con­ 
demned and damned with faint praise. 
Out neither the government nor the 
armer engaged In raising it have be­ 
come discouraged and the dasheen, it 
; confidently predicted, will before 
ag come to be considered as an in- 
1 spendable article and 
as 
a 
most 
empting part of a meal 
no matter 
whether it appears baked, fried, in a 
alad, as {'hips a la Saratoga, or in 
n\ of many other forma, 
'The Statement of the department 1 
ays of the dasheen: 
“Experimental work has proved the 
value of the dasheen and the po* 
• Utility of producing it on a commer­ 
cial scale. Farmers who recognized its 
high potential value since its Intro­ 
duction have kept on growing It, eat­ 
ing It and marketing it when they 
could, and the Oriental population* 
of orir large ciffes kept on eating if 
when they could get it. Thus the high 
production and consumption of dtasdi- 
'-us gradually 
Increased 
until 
the 
qulvalent of ten carloads found’ its 
cay to northern markets each season 
“However, some of these forwar.c 
>oklng 
farmers, 
finding 
that 
thor 
could grow dasheens more success 
fully than most other crops, decided 
tile vegetable ought tit* be Introduced 
if our people more generally. Thov 
onsequently formed in Nassau county, 
• i i., a Dasheen Growers' association. 
. \o of the principal objects of whiMi 
\ “rn to market a more uniformly hfgh- 
:: ode product and to keep this on tin* 
market steadily wherever a demand 
was found. 
•‘With Hie co-operation of a system 
of Ior«I chain stores and other friend 
’*■ interests In the nearby city OC 
Jacksonville, this farmers' organiza­ 
tion is meeting with considbrarble sne­ 
ers in making the dasheen a familiar 
food product In that city. Housewives 
. re learning how best to prepare it 
for their families aud are forming the 
habit of providing It occasionally.”
